The person is central to the world 
of values, hence the significance of 
the Christian insight into tho in- 
finito potential value of the human 
soul. The great values which form 
our Idealy are not abstract “abso- 
lutes but have their intimate per- 
sonal aspect. Tho great soul, the 
jintegral spiritual personality, Is like 
the stable mutation of biology, and 
has achieved an unassailable status 
in thé realm of values, Hence our’ 
.tagk Js not.merely the making of's 
world fit for heroes, but rather the 
making of the heroes themselves. 
And in this task science has also a 
great part to play. ~ 

A serlous lag is developing: be- 
tween the rapidly advancing scienti- 
fie development of the .modern state 
and its stationary ethical develop- 
ment, a lag whith has already found 
expression in the greatest tragedy 
of history. Science must itself help 
to close. this dangerous -gap in our 
advance which threatens.the disrup- 
tion ‘of our civilisation and tho 
decay of our species. Its final and 
perhaps most difficult task will be 
found there.. Science may. be 
destined: to become the greatest 
drive to ethical values. 

Lhave now finished my rapid and 

necessarily superficial survey of tho 
more prominent recent tendencies 
in science, and I proceed to sum- 
marisé the results and draw my 
conclusions, in so far as they bear, 
on our world picture. 
In the first place, we have scen 
that in the -ultimate physical 
analysis’ science reaches a micro- 
scople world of scientific entities, 
very different in character and bee 
haviour from the microscopic world 
of. matter, space and time. Tho 
world ‘of atoms, electrons, protons, 
radiations, and quanta, does’ not 
seem to be in spnectime or to con- 
form to natural Jaw in the ordinary 
sense. The behaviour of these en- 
titles cannot be understood without 
the most abstruse mathematics 
nor, apparently, without resort to 
epistemological considerations. 


An Insoluble Puzzle. 
We seem to have passed beyond 


the definitely physical - world 
into a twilight where  pro- 
physies and metaphysics meet, | 


where space-lime does not exist, 
and where strictly ~ casual law 
docs not apply. From this un- 
certain nebulous underworld thera 
seems-to crystallise oul, or literally 
to materialise, the macroscopic 
world which fs the proper sphere of 
sensuous observation and gf natural 
laws. The pre-material entities or 
units condense and cohere into con-

and atructure until they reach the’ 
macroscopi2 stage of observation. 
As the’ macroncopic, entities 
emerge, the space-time fleld and ap- 
propriace natural laws (mostly of 
a statistical character) emerge pari 
paest, We seem to pass from one 
level to another in the evolution of 
the un{verse, with ‘different units, 
different behaviour and_calliny fof 
different concepts and Jawa. ‘Simi- 
larly, we Tige ty new levels as later 
on We pass from the physical to the 
biological level, and again from the 
latter to the level of conscious mind. 
But—and this is the significant 
fact—all these levele ure genctical- 
ly relnted and form an evolutionary 
series; and’ underlying the differ- 


‘ences of the successive. levels, there 


remaing ao fundamental unity of 
plan or. organisation. which binds 
them together is members of a 


genetic series, 28 a growing evolve |. 


ing, creative universe.” ; 

In the second place, Iet'us sce how 
common-sense notions of matter, 
life and mind. work. On this stage 
common .sense recognises three 
levels of “matter, life and mind aa 
together composing the world. -But 


‘it places them .so far apart and 


makes them so “inherently different 
from each other, that relations be- 
tween them appear: unintelligible, if 
not impossible. The commen sense 
notions of matter, life ‘and mind 
make any relations between them, 
as well as the world which they 


|form, an insoluble puzzle. 


Life in: Terms of Matter. 


The older acience, therefore, at- 
tempted, to reduce life substantially 
to terms of. matter, and to put a 
question mark behind mind, and the 
result was a predominantly material- 
istte view of the world. The space- 


time relativity concept of the world | 


hag overcome the difficulty by 
destroying the old goncept of mat- 
ter, and reducing’ it from a eelf-. 
subsistent entity to a configuration 
of. space-time—in other words, to a 
apectal organisation of the basic 
world-structure, 


If matter is eagentially. jm- 
material structure or . organisa- 
tion, it cannot fundamental- 
ly be so diferent fron organ- 
ism or life, which .is deat 
envisaged as a principle of organ- 
isation; nor from mind, which fs an 
active organiser. Matter, life and 
mind thus translate roughly into 
organisation, organism,’ organiser. 
The all-or-none faw of the quantum, 
which also applies to life and mind, 
is another indication that matter, 
life and mind may be but different 
stnges or levels of the same activity 


atellations, which increase in Sma cnuCN te ace in the world, which 1 have asso- 
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ciated with the pervading: feature of 
Materialism has 
thus: gone by the board, and the 
unintelligible trinity of “common 
sense (matter; life, mind) has been 
transformed and put on the way to" 
m new moniam. 

In the third place, the iron deter- 
mination of - the older acience, so 
contrary to direct’ human experi- 
ence, so destructive of the free ac- 
tivity of life and mind, as well as 
subversive of the moral responsi- 
bility of the individual, has also 
been materially recust. It waa due 
to the Newtonian casual © scheme 
which, as I have indicated, has been 
profoundly shaken by recent de- 
velopments. Relativity reduces sub- 
stance to configuration or, patterns, 
while quantum physics, give definite 
indications in determinism in na- 
ture. © 

More Complex Organization. 

In any case life through the ‘ages 
shows clearly a creative advance to 
aver more complex organisation, 
and even higher qualities, while 
mind is ‘responsible for: the 
creation of a whole realm 
of values. We are thus justified 
in stresyng, along ‘with, natural 
necessity, ani increasing men- 
sure of freedom. and crea- 
tiveness in the ‘world, Byfficient at 
least to’ account for organic evolu- 
tion and for appearance of moral 
law and endeavour. This liberation 
of life and épirit from the iron rule 
of necessity is one of the greatest 


gains from the recent. scientific 
advances, : : omne 
Nature is riot a closed physical 


circle, but haa left-the door open to 
the emergence of life and mind and 
the development of the human per- 
sonality. . It has, in {ts open flexible 
physical patterns, Inid the ‘founda- 
tion and established the environ- 


ment for the coming of life and 
mind. The view,-to which Huxky 


once gave such eloquent and polgn- 
ant expression, on a dualism im- 
planted in the. heart of nature, of 
a deadly struggle’ between cosmic 
law and moral “law, is no longer 
justified by tho subsequent advances 
of science. 

But, in the fourth place, another 
dualism on a wider reach has ap- 
peared, which makes the universe 
itself appear to be a house divided 
against {taelf. For while ' the 
stream of physical tendency 
throughout the universe is on’ the 
whole downward, the organic move- 
ment, on this plant at least,’ is up- 
ward, and life structures are on 
the whole becoming more complex 
throughout the’ courae of organte 
evolution.

The main recommendations of 
the Committee are as follows:— 

Every institution doing banking 
business in British India, other 
than a foreign bank, should have 
au majority ‘of nataral-born . or 
domiciled Indian. directors. 

A joint-stock bank with limited 
liability registered under the Act 
should not commence - business 
until its paid-up capital is at least 
Rs.50,000. Its authorised capital 
more than double 
the subscribed capital, and the 
paid-yp capital should not be less 
than 50. per cent. of the subscrib- 
ed capital before commencement of 
business. 

Until the reserve fund. equals 
the paid-up capital, an amount 
equal to at least 2% per cent. of. 
a bank's paid- up capital should be 
taken to a reserve fund before dis- 
«itribution of dividend. 

In dealing with the financial re- 
quirements of industries, the Com- 
mittee refer to the general feeling 
in India that.the progress made by

‘Ithe country In’ industrial develop- 


ment during the last fifty years is 
very meagre compared with her 
vast resources. -and the needs of 
her large population. 

They consider that such of the 
existing commercial banks as were 
well established might with advan:
